This Petition is being submitted in response to the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due having a 
mailing date of 9 September 2005. A check in the amount of $750.00 is enclosed with this 
Petition and is reflective of the fees required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(m) for entry of this Petition. 
Further, another check in the amount of $700.00 is also enclosed and is reflective of the 
appropriate issue fee required under 37 CFR 1.18(a). 

Revival of the above-referenced patent application is respectfully requested because the entire delay 
in submitting the required issue fee payment originally due by 9 December 2005 was unintentional. 
In particular, on or about 14 September 2005, Petitioner's attorney-of-record (i.e., Woods, Fuller 
Shultz & Smith PC, hereafter "Woods Fuller") received the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due 
(hereafter "Notice") attached hereto as "Appendix A". However, Woods Fuller failed to notify 
Petitioner of its receipt of that Notice. Specifically, a letter (hereafter "First Letter") was supposedly 
drafted by Woods Fuller to notify Petitioner of the Office's intent to grant a patent for the subject 
patent application. This First Letter allegedly included a copy of the Notice from the Office and was 
allegedly misplaced by Woods Fuller. As such, the First Letter was not delivered to Petitioner. A 
copy of what Woods Fuller asserts is the First Letter is attached hereto as "Appendix B". 

About six months after receiving the Notice (on or about 13 March 2006), Woods Fuller attempted to 
notify Petitioner of the discovery of its oversight and attempted to deliver another letter (hereafter 
"Second Letter") to Petitioner enclosed with which was a copy of the First Letter and the Notice. 
Indeed, the first paragraph of the Second Letter clearly shows that the First Letter and the Notice 
were "...inadvertently misplaced and not sent out to you". A copy of the Second Letter is attached 
hereto as "Appendix C". 
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As shown in Appendix C, on or about 15 March 2006, what is believed to be the Second Letter 
(including a copy of each of the First Letter and the Notice) was delivered to Petitioner's place of 
business and was signed for by Sonja de Castro (employee and daughter of Petitioner). However, 
Ms. de Castro misplaced the Second Letter (along with its enclosures) and failed to deliver the 
Second Letter to Petitioner. The Second Letter and its enclosures have not been located and were not 
delivered to the Petitioner. An Affidavit of Sonja de Castro is attached hereto as "Appendix D". 

In early-July of 2007, Petitioner received a letter attached hereto as "Appendix E" from Amazing 
Innovations of San Francisco, California, informing Petitioner that maintenance fees for US Patent 
No. 6,640,997 (hereafter the "'997 Patent") have come due and have not been paid. The present 
application depends from and claims priority to the '997 Patent. Petitioner subsequently contacted 
the Office to inquire into the due date for the Payment Year 04 Maintenance Fees (which have been 
paid; see "Appendix F"). It was not until then that Petitioner became aware that the present 
application (i.e., the child of the '997 Patent) was determined to be abandoned by the Office. 

Upon becoming aware that the present application had been unintentionally allowed to go 
abandoned, Petitioner diligently sought counsel and work with counsel and the Office to prepare and 
submit this Petition. As such, from early-September 2005 until early-July 2007, Petitioner was 
unaware that the present application had gone abandoned. But for the inadvertent oversights of each 
of Woods Fuller and Sonja de Castro, Petitioner would have been made aware of the Notice and 
timely paid the corresponding issue fee. See the Affidavit of Harlan D. Anderson attached hereto as 
"Appendix G". Moreover, once Petitioner became aware of the unintentional abandonment of the 
present application, Petitioner diligently (i.e., in the course of 2-4 weeks) sought to collect the 
relevant information and prepare and submit this Petition. 

Summarily, at no time did Petitioner ever intend to abandon the present application (see Appendix 
G). Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that: (1) this Petition be granted; and (2) the present 
application be allowed to issue as Petitioner has always intended.
